Senator Shermanthis morning definitely 
disposed of the story that he 
would seek to have the repeal bill 
amended so as to authorize $200,000,000 worth 
of bonds by the Treasury Department for the 
purpose of increasing the gold reserve, by 
saying that he had nointention of introduc- 
ing that proposition in connection with 
the present resolution. He feels that the 


Treasury Department ought to have this 
authority for the purpose stated, but will de- 
fer his efforts in that direction until the 
beginning of the regular session of Congress, 
when he willintroduce an independent Dill 
granting authoritytothe Treasury to issue 
these bonds. 

He will probably make a brief statement to 
this effect to the Senate before the repeal bill 
is disposed . of. The opinion that a 
bond amendment to the repeal bill would fai! 
is almost unanimous in the Senate and many 
of the friends of the bili think that the 
introduction of such an amendment would 
endanger the measure itself by introducing 
an element of discord.

THE REPEAL BILL. 


Annulments That Have Been Offered and 
Text of the Sherman Law. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 26.—Afterall the 

Various amendments to the repeal bill have 


been voted down, as itis expected they will 
be, the question will be taken on what is 
knewn as the Vorhees Dill, which is really 
amendatory of the Wilson repeal bill which 
passed the House. Here is the full text of 


the Vorhees bill: 
Be it enacted, etc., That so much of the act ap- 
proved July 14, 1890, entitled *‘An act directing tne 
rcohnase of silver bullion, issue of Treasdry notes 
hereon, aod for other purposes,’’ as directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to purchase from time to 
time silver buliion to the aggregate amount of 
.600,000 ounces, or so much, thereof as may be 
offered each month, at the market price thereof, 
not exceeding $1 for 371 55-100 grains of pure sli- 
yer. and to iseue in payment for such purchases 
Treasury notes of the United States, be and the same 

fe hereby repealed. 
ope it is hereby declared tobe the policy of the 
nited States tocontinue the use of both gold and 
byer as standard money, and to coin botb gold and 
silver into money of eaual iatrinsic and exchange- 
able vaiue, such Apu to be secured through inter 
nationel eement or by such safecuards of legisia- 
tion as will insure the maintenance of the parity in

Following is the full text of the Sherman 
law, which the passage of the Voorhees bill 
will repeal:

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby directed 
to purchase, frem time to time, silver bullion to the 
acgregate ainount of 4,500,000 ounces, orso much 
thereof as may be offered in each morth, atthe 
market price thereof, not exceeding $] for 371.25 
grains of pure silver, and to issue in payment for 
such purchases of silver bullion Treasury notes of 
the United States, tobe prepared by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, in such form and of such denomi- 
nations, net less than §1 nor more than $1,0vU0, as 
he may prescribe, and asum sufficient tocarry into 
effect the provisions of this act is heres arpropri- 
atea out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. 

Sec. eee the Treasury aoe Spee A. accord- 
ance with the. provisjons of t acts ® revieem- 
able, on demand, fa tote. aP ‘the ‘Tresetry of the 
United. States or at she office of any Assistant 
Treasuret of the Btates, .end, when so re-

tion, may be counted asa part of its lawful reserve. 
That upon demana of the holder of any of the Treas- 
ury notes herein provided forthe Secretary of the 
Treasary shail, under such regulationsas he may 
prescribe. redeem such notesin goid er silver coin, 
at his discretion, it being the established policy of 
the United States to maintain the two metals on «a 
parity with each other upon the present legal ratio, 
or such ratio as may be provided by iaw. 

-ec 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall each monih coin 2,000,000 ounces of tae silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions of this act 
into standard silver dollars until the lst day of 
July, 1891, and after that time he shal! eoin of the 
sliver builion purchased ander the provisions of this 
actas muchas may be necessary te provide for the 
redemption of the lreasury motes hereia provided 
for, and any gain orseigaiorage arisine from sach 
coinage shall be accounted for and paid into the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 4. Thatthe silver builien purehased under 
the provisions of this act shall be subject to the re- 

uirements of existing law and the regulations of 
the mint service governing the methods of decer- 
mining the amount of pure silver contained, and the 
amount of charges or desluctions, if any, to be made. 

Sec. 5. That sotnuch of the act of Feb. 28, 1878, 
entitied *‘Anact to authorize the coinage of the 
standard silver do!larand to restore its jegal tender 
character.’’ as requires the monthly purchase and 
coinage of the same inte silver doilars of not less 
than $2,000.00 nor more than $4,000.000 worth of 
silver bullion, is hereby repealed.

Wasninerown, D. C., Oct. 26.—Mr. Sayres of 
Texas, chairman ofthe Iiouse Committee on 
Appropriations, says that he presumes that 
he will earn the title of the meanest man in 
Congress because he iitends to insist on rigid 
economy in all expen4itures.

Triumphal Arches Span the Streets and 
Public and Private Buildings Deco- 
rated—Anm Exchange of Courtesies Be- 
tween Kings—FProbability of a Crisis 
in Austria as a Result of the Military 
and Franchise Bilis. 


MARSEILLES, Oct. 26.—This port to-day isa 
mass of flags and bunting representing 
Russian and French colors and everything is 
in holiday attire in anticipation of the visit 
of the Russian sallors. 

The old port and the new port, the Uatalan 
port, the Basin National, the Basin Mari- 
time, the Basin de la Jollette and all the 
other basins of the seaport present a most 
attractive appearance from the fact 
the vessels lying within them are be 
from cutwater to flying Jibboom end an mas 
there to the main truck andaway aft down 
to the water again, with hundreds of 
many colored flags, streamers and pen- 
nants; but the shipping in these waters is 
not alone in displaying bright appearance in 
honor of the Cgar’s sailors, the streets 
through which the Russians were to pass 
were jammed fullof people in festive attire 
and plentifully decorated with Russian and 
French colors in Dadges, etc., long before 9 
o’clock in the morning. The famous Cane- 
biere, the wide streets dear to all inhabitants 
of Marseilles, wag with the Avenue de 
Noalilles, Rue de Meilhan, the Rue de Capu- 
cines, the Boulevard de la Madeline and other 
streets as densely packed As they have 
ever been in the history of this old port. 

Fort St. Jeanand Fort Nicholas, at the en- 
trance of the other port, as well as the quays 
around the Rue de Republique, were sur- 
rounded with people, and traffic was almost 
ata standstill. Street venders of badges 
and patriotic porttaits were doing an im- 
mensetrade on the streets throughout the 
morning, forthe people of Marsellies were 
determined to show the Russians that, while 
Toulon might be the greatest war portof 
France, Marsellies, in their estimation, was 
the greatest commercial port of the world, 
and that her citizens were determined to 
impress this fact upon the Russian visitors, 

Across the principal streets through which 
the Russians were to pass handsome 
triumphal arches were thrown. There is no 
denying thatthe pitch of enthusiasm to 
which the people of this city have been 
worked upts quite equal to anything de- 
scribedas bappening at Touior. Paris.or Ly- 
‘ons. The muncipality of Marsetifés’ has ex- 
pended large sums of money in the decora- 
tion of public buildings. and several of them 
areas beautifully arrayed as any ofthe 
buildingsin Paris. The Italian societies are 
taking part in the festivities, and have 
richly decorated their headquarters forthe 
occasion. This has giver riseto a friendly 
feeling towards the Italians, who, for a long 
time past have been decidedly frowned upon, 
not only In this city, Dat in many other parts 
of France. Thus itis that Italian as wellas 
Russian and French flags are to be seen float- 
ing to the breeze in several quarters of Mar- 
seilles to-day. 

THF AUSTRIAN ARMY BILL. 

VIENNA, Oct. 26.—The military bill now be- 
fore the Reich$rath provides for extending the 
service of the Landwehr to two years, and 
in the case of non-combatants to three years; 
the military equilibrium will thus be re- 
stored to the Russian frontier. The bill will 
be used as a weapon against Count Von 


Taaffe and hfs Cabinet, who #re anxious that 
the bill should pass before there isa dissolau- 
tion ofthe House. The Cabinet council yes- 
terday was foliow by rumors that the 
whole Cabinet had decided to resign. 

Before the dissolution Count Von Taaffe 
will offer to the Emperor the resignation of 
the whole Cabinet, which perhaps will lead 
to the reconstruction of the ministry under 
Count Von Taaffe’s postponement of the 
franchise bill. 

KINGLY COURTESIES. 

Bertin, Oct. 26.—The Reichsanzeiger pub- 
lishes a letter from Emperor Francis Joseph 
to the King of Saxony, which was sent on 
the occasion of the latter’s celebration of the 
anniversary of his fifty years’ service in the 
aimy, which says the progress of years has 
brought many vicissitudes, but he had 
always found the Kine of Saxony tn front of 
his gallant army in union with the faithful 
Saxon people. 

May the fucure preserve yeu for many years in 
health and strength for the good of yeur royal 
house, your splendid army and your beautiful 
country, as well as for Germany, which Donors yeu 
te-day in the person of the Emperor.

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SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 26.—Shortly be- 
fore noon to-day thé battleship Oregon. the 
firstof her class construetea on the Pacific 
Coast, was. la : from the ways 
at the Union works before one 
of the greatest crowds which ever 
assembled there to Witnessa similar event. 
The representatives ofthe army and navy, 
city officials, general government of the 
States of California and Oregon and a large 
number of invited guests were present in the 
shipyard, while 0m every stand and on every 
hillside and hoasetop from which a view of the 
works could be obtained thousands of enthu- 
siastic spectators were gathered. A part 
of the bay directly in front of the Union Iron 
works was entirely occupied by a great fleet 
of steamboats, tugs and craft of every de- 
scription, all decorated with bunting and 
loaded down with handreds of people eager 
to witness the ceremonies. A number of 
small government vessels were among the 
throng lying in the bay-and at the moment 
the last shores were knocked 
away and several thousand tons 
of Steel commenced to ‘glide down the 
ways, a hundred salutes were fired, bands of 
music played national airs, the -spec- 
tators gave cheer after cheer and 
every steam whistle within a radius of 
a mile of the works joined in the 
the chorns. The launch was entirely suc- 
cessful and the new battleship now lies ina 
littie lagoon in front of the Union Iron Works 
awaiting her completion, which will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. 
The Oregon is what Is technically known as 

sea-going coast line Dattleshiip and is 
the most powerful ship inthe United States 
Navy. Her dimensions are: Length over all, 
848 feet; load water, line, 820 feet; breadth, 
69 feet 8inches; draught, 24 feet; displace- 
ment, 10,298 tons; Maximum horsepower, 
9,000. She will h@®ea maximum speed of 16 
2 10 Knots and will c&rry a crew of 460 men. 
Her cost, exclusive @farmament, is $4,000,- 
000. The armament consists of 4 13-inch, 
8 8-tnchand 46-inch breech-loading rifles: 
also a secondary ry, 26-pounder andé6 
l-pounder rapid-flfe guns, two . gat- 
lings and also 6 torpedo tubes. The 
13-inch and 8-inch g@ns are mountedin tur- 
rets. The Oregon's) armor is very heavy. 
There is a belt of stéel from 3feet above the 
water line to 44¢ feet Below it, extending i96 
feet amidships, protecting the engines and 
bollers. Abovethis Delt is another 5 inches 
thick extending to the main deck. From the 
ends of the 18-inch Delt to the extremities of 
the ship is @, protective deck 38 
inches thick apd another armored 
deck 2% inches > thick. The turrets 
for the 13-inch guns areintwo parts aundera 
redoubt 17 inches thick, and above this Is in- 
clined armor of the same thickness. The 
8-inch turrets ame similariy built with in- 
clined armor varying trom 842 toé6 inches in 
thickness.

NO TARIFF BILL. 


Members Too Anxi®us to Protect Their 
Localities and Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Ogt.24,—A discouraged mem- 
ber of the Waysand Means Comalittee says 
that he fears there will be notariff bill at 
this Congress.

the contract at the time the charter was 
granted, Thecity asks, accordingly, that 
the Waterworks company forfeit its rights. 
It is preparing to make a strong fgnt 
against tne city on the case and 
has visited nearly all the larger 
cities in the United States taking depositions.

Harrison of the 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron Co., which 
firm furnished most of the pipe now in-use by 
the company.

Brown Gets a Plurality of 1586 Votes 
on the Recount. 


MR. FISHBACK NOT GATISFIED AND 
WILL CONTINUE THE FIGHT. 


Auditor Brown Lost About the Same 
Number of Votes as Assessor O’ Brien— 
The Revised Vote tn Detail—Returns 
in the Pohlman-Staed Contest Again 
Delayed. 


Recorder of Voters James L. Carlisle to-day 
filed his return in the election contest of 
George W. Fishback against Joseph Brown 
for the office of Uity Auditor. 

This returniseven more extensive than 
the one in the Frederick-O’Brien case, and 
takes up 1,239 pages of foolscap size. 

By the returon Mr. Brown gets the office by 
1,596 votes over Mr. Fishback. The re- 
capitulation of the four volume report 
shows the following figures:

CARLISLE’S STATEMENT. 

In his preliminry statement in the begin- 

ning of vol: 1, Recorder Carlisle sets forth 

that in compliance with the order of Judge 

Klein, he with his sworn deputies proceeded 

to open the ballot- boxes and review the votes 


as far as they hada hearing upon the elec- 
tion for the office of Auditor. The parties to 
the case were the same as those in the Fred- 
erick-O’ Brien contest, that is, it was agreed 
by both contestants and contestees that the 
recount for both cases be made at the same 
time, A.H. Frederick,John J. O’Brien, Joseph 
Brown and George W. Fishback, were pres- 
ent, as werealso Ford Smith, attorney for 
Frederick and Fishback; Leverett Bell, for 
Joseph Brown; George W. Luabke, for J. J. 
O’Brien, and J. E. Kent and Walter Gray. 
The recount was continued from time to 
time and from day to day, without inter- 
ruption, except for a brief period, 
when by consent of both parties 
Mr. Carlisle was allowed to rest the 
count and devote his attention to his official 
duties.

The results show that Brown lostalmost as 
many votes by the recount as did O’Brien, 
but just in what wardsor precincts they 
are located it would be hard to 
tell. The total number of rejected 
ballots including those rejected by the 
judges is 1,759, of these 1,222 are marked ‘‘no 
vote,’’ either for lack of a number, an initial 
or bad scratching, 256 are against Brown and 
151 against Fishback. Beside these in 
another column are four Brown ex- 
hibits and eighty-four Brown mis- 
cellaneous, and one Fishback exhibit 
and twenty-four Fishback miscellaneous. 
None of these figures account for the discrep- 
ancy between the offictal returns and the re- 
count. Thereare, it Is true, 1,222 marked 
**no vote,’’ of which several hundred may 
have been counted for either side on the 
tally sheets and then addedin the returns. 
Brown, in the re-coant, fell behind the of- 
ficial return made from the poll books, 
nearly 800 votes, which is Just about the same 
loss as was suffered by O’Brienon the same 
re-count, 

WHERE THE CHANGES WERE MADE. 

Recorder Carlisle when asked why Auditor 
Brown’s majority had fallen off to such an 


extent, said: ‘*‘It is partly attributable to 
irregular ballots ie scratching was not 
done according to the" requirements of law, 
but also to other irregularities. For tnstance, 
in Precinct 20 of the Fifth Ward, the vote 
of the Democratic candidates éxce;:t Burnet 
were raised 200 votes all Dut O’ Krien’s, whose 
vote was raised 100. This made a change of 
400 votes—Brown’s loss. Again inthe Twen- 
ty-fourth Ward there was a precinct where 
the change was made from eleven to forty- 
one, These changes were made after 
the judges had signed the _ returns, 
In one or two wards changes were madeina 
similar manner by the other side whereby 
Brown gained sixty votes. In other cases 
voters scratched go irregularly that their 
votes could not be counte for either candl- 
date and we refer themto the courtsas we 
cannot be supposed to divine a man’s inten- 
tions when he does not express them clearly.

AUDITOR BROWK SEEN. 

Auditor Brown, when told of the result of 
the Recorder of Voter’scfiicial count on the 
petition, sald: ‘I had the impression 
from the first that I had 
beaten Mr. Fishback and when the 
cry traud was raised I gid not Know put 
there might have been some funny work on 
both sides.

A Japaness Grave Dug by Alleged 
/ Murderers, 


HARGES OF FOUL DEALING WERE 
NOT PROVEN 


And Viscount Soma Juin Was Dischargea 
on a Preliminary Trial—A Hanging 
Set for December—Ellis the Torturer 
Escapes From the Pittsfield. Jail by 
Means of Collusion. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Oct, #.— 
The Japanse mail contains the following: 

TOKIO, Japan—The preliminary trial 
of Viscount Soma Junin, the leading 
members of his family and his chief retain- 
tainers on the charge of murdering his 
brother, the late Viscount Soma Masatane, 
which has been in progress at Tokio since 
early in August, ha@ resuitedin the aquittal 
ofthe accused, owing to the ldck of evi- 
dence. 

This trial, involving as it did a most 
wealthy family, has excited the very great- 
est interest throughout Japan. It appears 
that on Feb. 22, 1892, Viscount Soma Masa- 
tane, who was the head of the house, died 
suddenly at Meguro, a suburb of Tokio. The 
body of the Viscount was promptiy buried at 
Aoyama,ina grave over 75 feet deep. In 
spite of the fact that the Viscount left 
a son and heir, his brother, Viscount 
Soma Junin, was made the head of 
the house. Shortly after the Viscount’s 
death, rumors to the effect that he had been 
poisoned and suffocated in a quilt because he 
had been so long dying, were circulated and 
grew in force until the authorities at Tokio 
were compelled to take action in the case. It 
had been originally intended that the grave 
of the Viscount shoula be forty feet 'deep, but 
it was claimed his murderers, in order to 
prevent disinterment, had dug it to the 
depth of seventy-five Teet,

Medical Society — Tresident Lutz’s 
Ann al Addres;—Th» Surgeons Visit 


_ the Hospital. 
_ About 150 railway surgééns assembled at 
the Pickwick Theater, Washington and Jef- 
‘ferson avenues, this morning. They talked in 
‘the ante-rooms and lobby and examined dis- 
\plays of surgical instruments provided by 
enterprising merchanis and others in the 
‘Yower hall for their inspection and then 
ahey went up-stairs to attend the opening of 
the tirstannual meeting of the Southwestern 
Association of Railway Surgeons. 
. Dr. F. J. Lutz, President ofthe associa- 
tion, called the meeting t:.orderand intro- 
Gucea Dr. W.° B. Outten, Chairman ofthe 
Committee on Arrangements, who, he said, 
would explain the plan which had been 
acopted to get the greatest possible good out 
of the coming together of so many experts in 
surgery. 

Dr. Outten plainly told the visiting sur- 
geons that their time was not to be given up 
tothe enjoyment of the hour, but that dur- 
ing their stay in St. Louls they Were going to 
be kept busy. The committee, he said, had 
decided to depart from the regular methodof 
simply reading papers on various subjects. 
Papers had been prepared, it was true, and 
would be read, but the committee had 
made an arrangement by which the 
members would he able to observe the par- 
ticular operation under “discussion while 
actually in progress on the table. The 
papers setapart for the sessions would be 
read in various hospitals, where the patients 
could be seen, and the practical application 
of the principles involved demonstrated. 

DR. SHAW’S WELCOME, 

Dr. Alexander B. Shaw, President of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, welcomed the 
Members tothe city. Hesaid that through 
untiring effort railway surgery had been de- 
veloped from a very small beginning to its 
present extensive proportions. The Central 
Yacific Rallroad had established the first 
railway surgical station in 1876. In1879, Dr. 
Geo. Jackson caused to be established a sta- 
tion on the Missourl Pacificand, in 1881, by 
the efforts of Dr. Outten, the 


Iron Mountain had provided one on 
itsroad, Jn 1888 the first convention of the 
National Association of Railway Surgeons 
had been bhe.d in Chicago, with 228 members 
present. Now the National] Association, Dr. 
Shaw said, hada membership. of over 2,000, 
anu at the last convention tbere wore 1,400 in 
attendance. To the advent of the rail- 
way surgeon he attributed the 
timely appreciation by the railroad 
corporations of the economy of justice In the 
settiement of damages for personal injuries. 
Nolonger wasthe railway surgeon madea 
tool of by the legal profession. The genius 
never lived who could matntain a lie in the 
face of the truth, and the surgeon, by stic«t- 
ing to the truth, could very materially aid 
‘In the promotion of the cause of justice. 
Yrior to the formation of the 
Raliway turgeons’ Association there had 
practically been no iiterature on railway sur- 
gery, but since then there wasanucieuus of 
magnuiticent proporticns around would in 
juture cluster the crystalization of the de- 
Cuctions drawn from logical conclusions of 
men-who, untrammeled by adverse infiu- 
bad given their best thought 
@: solution of the . manitfold 
‘“ probiems which presented themselves 
inthis branch of service. Dr. Shaw bade 
the visitors welcome to the medical aud sci- 
entific metropolis and tothe chivalric hosp!l- 
tality so eminently characteristic of the 
great and growing West. He wished them 
godspe-d in the enterprise, which he said 
tended to improvement of the means for 
waring for the loved ones of numer- 
ous households, the breadwinners of 
many homes, the commercial giant and the 
parasite tramp when the calamity of rall- 
road wreck should overtake them. 

the president announced the following 
coimmittee on registration, who, he said, 
would register the names of the members 
“and also give them desired tnformation about 
how to reach various points in the city:

DR. LUTZ’ ADDRESS. 

I have in the first place two pleasant duties to dis- 
charge. One is to offer, as President of this associ- 
ation, a most hearty welcome to all who have joined 
eur ranks and to those of our members whose inter- 
est in thé objeers of our association has prompted 
them to meet with us. My other duty is to express 
mv acknowledgements forthe honor conferred upoa 
me by allotting me to the ocewepancy of this chair 
curing this meeting. Icam only say that, while I 
might easily name many more distinguished mem- 
bers who could preside over you with more grace 
ana ability than myself, I would yield to none in 
my ioyaityto the southwestern Association and 
to the department of work which this association 
embraces and also in my desire to promote the best 
interests of our members.

1¢ is true the general surgeon so-callodis the galfer 
counselor and a more successful practitioner of his 
art than he where attention is riveted from the first 
to buta singie subdivision of surgery. The latter is 
apt te forget and overlook those general principles 
of surgical knowledge which are the foundation for 
the successi{u! application of ourart. in the treat- 
ment of surgical affections the causative factors 
which determine the pathological change or the 
traumatic aiteration of organs or members have 
oecasioned a difference intheline of actien. Tis- 
gues altered by disease offer a different resistance 
tothe invasien of wound accidents than tissues 
whose vitality has been interfered with br 
injury. The removal of an ovarian tumor 
is a different kind of surgery from that which effects 
the removal of a crushed |imb. In the one the tissues 
immediately concerned and the system at large have 
been prepared by asiow but constant alteration for 
the inrusion of the surgeon’s knife, their pewer of 
resistance has beer increased. The healthy limb, 
sudaeniy crushed with its normal power of absorp- 
tion and ite normal herve suppiy, which transients 
the sudden insuitand the unexpected injury with 

. the rapidity of thought tothe central nervous sys- 
tem presents a more dangerous field for the exercise 
of the surgical art.

Now Kady for Business. 


A formal notification has been received by 
the Merchants’ and the Cotton Exchanges 
of this city that the Manchester Ship Canal, 
between Liverpooland Manchester in Eng- 
land, isnowopen and ready for business.

GOOD OLD TUNES. 


Origin of ‘‘Ola Hundred,’’ “God Save 
the King,’’ “Yankee Doodle,’’ Etc. 
From the Chicago Mall. 

**Old Hundred’’has been variously ascribed 
to Dr. Martin Luther, Dr. John Dowland and 
Wm, Franck. Dr. Lowell Mason wrote quite 
a treatise onthe old tunein 1853, saying em- 
phatically that it was written by Guillaume 
(William) Franck (1543). But later musical 
historians and antiquarians who have inves- 
tigated more closely say it was composed by 
Louls Bourgeois (born about 1500 and died 
about 1572—some say inthe massacre of St. 
Bartholomew), of France, 1551-52. 

The old tune, ‘‘God Save the King,’’ or 


‘*america,’’ SO Universally sung to ‘‘My 
Country, ’Tis of Thee,’’ was undoubtedly 
eel atte by Dr. John Bud (1562-1628), music 
teacher to Queen Elizabeth, about 1600. 

The tune of ‘‘Yankee Doodle’’ has had 
seven or eight treatises written upon it in 
the last thirty years, ascribing itto various 
dates and origins, even back tothe Nether- 
lands and the days of Cromwell and the 
Charleses. Dr.Geo. Grove of London,England 
author of the ‘‘Dictionary of Music and 
Musictans,’’ has investigated thoroughly the 
various musical libraries and the British 
Museumin England, finding no traces of it 
whatever, thus exploding all the mystical, 
traditional and apocryphal accounts thereof. 

But **Yankee Doodle’’ has an origin and 
has a maetoey it was written by Dr. Richard 
Schuchburgh (whose Commission dates 1737), 
in the French and Indian warof 1755 under 
Geh. Jeffrey Amherst, and was intended asa 
‘*take off’’ on the ‘‘rag, tag and bobtail’’ 
recruits of the colonies that came into the 
army. It ‘‘took’’ so well, however, that the 
Americans have ever adopted it, and would 
not part with it foranything. The first woras,

DEED OF FOUR MEN.

Louis Handel’s Testimony About Gold- 
smith’s Alleged Murder. 


CLAIMS THAT CHARLES DUNYENBERG 
TOLD HIM THE STORY. 


The Latter, He Eays, Stated That He 
Knew the Four Men Who Took the 
Switchman’s Life—The inquest Held 
Cp2n to Secure Dunnoenberg’s Evi- 
dence—Testimony Taken To-Day. 


The Goldsmith inquest was continued at 10 
o’clock this morning. The first witness 
called was Charles F. Monger, a clerk in the 
employ ofthe Sst. Louls & San Francisco 
Railroad, Mr. Monger stated that he lived 
at 1427 Papin street, near the house where 
Goldsmith met his death Monday. The 
witness testified that he had a conversation 
with Mrs. Lutie Crowl, living at 
1512 Papin street, and the lady had told him 
that either herself or some member of her 
family had seen a woman in house 1306 Papin 
on Saturday or Sunday night. 

The witness was not certain upon which 
night Mrs. Crowl had said the woman was in 
the house. 

Mrs. Crowl was the next witness. She 
stated that the house 1506 was separated from 
her only by vacant ground, theyards of 
the two houses coming together a distance 
of perhaps fifty feet. She remembered the 
conversation with Mr. Monger and stated 
that it was her little niece, Millie Chum- 
pagne, who had seen the woman. 

‘*Did you see anything yourself?’’ asked the 
Deputy Coroner. 

*-Yes, sir. ,I saw two men in the house Fri- 
day and saw them again Saturday. Oneof 
them carried a Winchester rifie.’’ 

‘*‘Do you know who the men were?’’ was 
asked of the witness. 

‘*Yes, sir. One of them was Tim Harring- 
ton. They were out on the roof and all 
around.’’ 

Mr. Harrington testified at the inquest 
Tuesday and mentioned having been in the 
house Saturday. 

**Did you see or hear anything else?’* 

**Yes, sir. Sunday morning some time be- 
tween 2 and 4 o’clock I heard screams and 
cries as though some one was in distress.’’ 

‘‘Did you get up to ascertain where the 
screnms came from?’’ 

‘*‘No, sir, 1 did not, they seemed to come 
from in the street ’’ 

‘*Did they sound as though they came from 
the Goldsniith house?’’ 

‘In that direction, but I could not say 
they were from the front, but they were not 
from the back.’’ 

**Could you have heard them had they been 
inthe rear?’’. 

‘*Well, not so plain.’’ 

‘*What did your neice see?’’ 

‘*She says thatshe saw a woman in the 
house between 6and7o’clock Sunday even- 
ing leaning over the second story banister. 
The woman had a light In her hand,.’’ 


MILLIE CHAMPAGNE’S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Crowl was then excused and her 
niece, Millie Champagne, was brought in.

The 
Rings had another daughter aged 16 years and 
but for the present trouble [Plapp mighc have 
been a suitor for one of the girls. 

Plapp returned to the city a few months 
ago, and learning the injury which his act 
had beenthe cause of workingin the Ring 
housenold he became conscience stricken, 
and wentto Ringand confessed it was he who 
had taken the money, promising to return it. 
Ring, relyingonthe promise, did not prus- 
ecute Plapp. The restitution, however, has 
not been made, Plapp being either unabie 
to return the money, or his conscience ceas- 
ing totrouble him regarding the matter.

}politics. It consists of the simple princi- 
ple that all party service must be rewarded, 
no matter how criminal it may be, as long 
as the author of it escapes legal conviction 
and punishment. In this view, to use 
CongressmanCampbell’sexpressive phrase, 
‘‘Anything is legal if you can get away 
with it,’’ and the man who does legal acts 
of the most vicious nature, which come 
under this definition, for the good of his 
party must be given substantial reward in 
offices of trust and emolument. 

There is no principle more dangerous or 
more pernicious in its influence than this 
upon which the whole structure of machine 
politics is built and from which the power 
of the machine boss is derived. Men who 
defend and adhere to it cannot be trusted 
by the people. Aslong as Senator Hill ad- 
heres toit he can never be regarded as 
more thanan able politician with some 
qualities of statesmanship, but with more 
partisanship than patrictism.

SLUMMING AND WHITE-CAPPING. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance

But the lash 
has no place in the work and inthe motive 
which prompts it there can be no touch of 
morbid curiosity. Sight-seeing expedi- 
tions by gangs of reformers under the es- 
cort of detectives are not necessary to 
the discovery of the truth and sadly de- 
tract from the dignity and effectiveness of 
genuine reform work. No sinner was 
ever won back tothe path of uprightness 
by being ‘‘viewed with holy horror’’ or 
being lashed witha whip. The heart can 
not be purified by the scourging of the 
body. Thereis no warrant in either the 
words or the example of the founder of 
Christianity for ‘‘slumming’’ or ‘‘white- 
capping.’’ 

The only effectual means of reclaiming 
the fallen is through the exercise of the 
kindliest charity. Persuasion is the only 
force and the helping hand the only in- 
strument which are effectual for good in 
social reform work. But the greatest 
sphere of work andinfluence is not among 
the depraved. An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. In the community, 
the home and the social circle good women, 
individually andin organizations, can do 
wonders to check the tempters and save 
the tempted. Itisinthis field that the 
best opportunities are offered and the 
highest results promised. 
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GOING TO ENJOY LIFE 


A young Philadelphian whose father and 
grandfather were hard workers and made 
large fortunes has retired from the busi- 
ness enterprises in which he was interested 
and proposes to take life easy. The infor- 
mation is given that ‘‘heis a Colonel of the 
Philadelphia Troop, is fond of social life 
and intends to devote himself to the pur- 
suit of pleasure. He thinks his father and 
grandfather worked hard enough for the 
whole family, and that the remaining 
members should endeavor to get alittle en- 
joyment out of life.’’

It will strike a well-informed person that 
beforethe museum project is brought into 
the domain of the practical,a definite conclu- 
sion should be reached, and that this conclu- 


sion should antedate a charter cheating a 
corporate entity. 

\ hatever is the true intention should be 
made the living idea, and its spirit dominate 
from the start. Ifthe object is to continue, 
in a different order, what the scenic displays 
of recent years were intended t» effect, then 
ordinary business management is all that is 
needed, and the methods experience In those 
displays has approved are the best. The 
only measure of success will then lve the bal- 
ance sheets of the organization and of the 
general commercial interests of the town 
showing sufficient units on the right side. 

On the other handifthe museum is to be a 
scientific collection with many departments, 
and each class or group a homoceneous array 
of objects iilustrating and displaying the 
state of knowledge, in such class, and ofits 
kin‘ an effective educational instrument and 
object lesson always approaching perfec- 
tion, then, from the very start,means should 
be taken to impress this characteristic in- 
delibly upon it. 

For instance, and thisis what I mean, be- 
fore a decisions are taken the advice of 
specialists should be had, each for his 
specialty. Astypical, let us say: 

Art, painting and sculpture—Richards, 
Coale, Edna tern, Ives, Schultz, Mrs. Biatt-

Several Amendments to Zxchange Rules 
to Be fF a-sed Upon. 

To-morrow the Merchants’ Exchange will 
vote upon several amendments to the rules 
and regulations of that organization. Most 
oftheiramendments apply to deliveries on 
contracts, among which are the form of 
contracts to be used, and the weight of car 
lots of grain, seed and castor beans. Oneof 
the most important sections isthat permit- 
ting ihe delivery of contracts of No,2, No. 2 
white or No. 2 yellow corn, and No, 2 color or 


No. white oats, in whole or part. When 
what was Known asthe ‘‘corner’’ rule was 
in force in this market, the delivery of any 
grain save that called for in the contract— 
grade No. 2—was not allowed. Now that the 
‘fcorner’’ rule has been abrogated, the 
grades of white and color corn and oats, 
which are higher grades than No. 2, and 
comman i more money, are to be ad- 
mitted upon No, 2 contracts. Another im- 
portant matter to be voted upon [to-morrow 
is the rule that closesthe Exchanges at the 
hour of poon on Saturday, except where the 
last day of the weex falis upon the last day 
of the year, when the closing hour shail be 
1:5 p.m. The New York Produce Exchange, 
Chicago Board of Trade, in fact ali the lead- 
ing markets now close on Saturdays at 12 
o’cleck.

John M. Ward, the manager 


of the New York Baseball Club, says: 
**A professional football league may even- 


tually come, but many obstacles ls in its 
path before such a scheme can gain the con- 
fidence and popularity of the public. There 
are plenty of men who could play football 
professionally, and play it weil, but there 
are comparatively lew who would do it, 
There is a certain romantic halo 
hovering over the college football player 
which you could not get around a man who 
played the game for a salary. If profes- 
sionals, particularly in a game against a col- 
lege team, should use the same tactics, the 
professionals would be called loafers’ and 
lackguards. ‘There would bea vast Giffer- 
ence “slugging professionally and as an 
amateur. I donot think that foot.ball, as 
at present played, could be made popular 
from a professional standpoint. The game 
is sO complicated that while college men un- 
derstand its technicalities and beauties, the 
general public does not. At present there is 
too much massing of the forces, and the 
forming of human pyramids for the game to 
be wholly Satisfactory, from a spec- 
tator’s standpoint. in mytrip around the 
world in 1889, with the All America and Chi- 
cago teams, 1 was a close observer of 
ail outdoor games inthe various conntries 
where we visited. Football, as played in the 
diferent countries, attracted me particu- 
larly, and the game, to my mind, to be suc- 
cessful professionally in this country would 
be the one played by the Australians.

hat he had a predisposition toward making 
wills was proven beyond. question, and tak- 
ing that as a basis for building up ‘the suit, 
the children of Joseph Saler’s brother and 
some other relatives, notably Emille Haller 
and ber husband, tried to have set aside the 
will, which left the bulk of Francis Saler’s 
property to the son, Joseph. They 
alleged that the old gentleman 
was not of sound mind when 
the will was made and had been unduly in- 
fluenced and imposed upon by his son. One 
of the impositions alleged was that Joseph 
had adopted a child and called it Francis 
Saler, and palmed it off as his own on his 
father, In the trial of the case, however, 
Mr. J. D. Johnson, attorney for Joseph Saler, 
outer. “that the fact that the baby had 
been adopted was generally known and that 
old Francis Saler was cOgnizant of the fact. 
The concluding arguments of the tounsel 
were made lastevening and the jury dAls- 
missed with instructions to take the case up 
this morning and arrive ata verdict. They 
returned with the finding that the last will, 
which was in question, was, in their opin- 
ion,- the true and legal will of the deceased, 
Francis Saler.
